The committee set up by Stu- 
dents’ Council over a month ago to 


#4 study the status of Diploma of 


Education (Dip. Ed.) students has 
failed to meet, despite an October 
31 deadline for its report. 

The Dip. Ed. students voted last 
spring to switch from the Educa- 
tion Undergraduate Society (Ed 
US) to the Post Graduate Students’ 
Society (PGSS). Martin Daly, pre- 
sident of the PGSS said that it had 
considered the issue settled after 
the: vote, and adopted a new 


-constitution last spring which in- 


cluded the Dip.Ed. students. In 
August however, the University 
accountant sent the PGSS a letter 
saying that fees could not be 


“Council.has the right to reverse 
itself,” Hoffman stated. “Since 
there is no emergency, the meeting 
should be postponed.” He remind- 
ed those present that Students’ 


‘Council was not bound by any 


decision reached by the Judicial 
Committee. 

Gerry Kandestin, counsel for 
Will Hoffman, arts and science 


representative on Council, who 


petitioned thehearing, argued that 
there was indeed an emergency. 
The MDCC is a body already 
incorporated by the Ministry of 
Financial Institutions. Funds have 
already been borrowed to begin 
and any further delay will enlarge 


the MDCC's already large debts. 
“Council cannot reverse itself in 


this situation,” Kandestin said. 
“Money has already been spent on 
the check-off system. Council can- 
not take away rights that have 
already been vested. They cannot 
make the resolution retroactive.” 

After hearing these arguments 
the Committee decided to set aside 
the motion for postponement and 
proceeded with the meeting. When 
Paul Drager was called to testify 
by Kandestin, an objection was 
raised by his counsel, on the 
grounds that Drager was being 
asked to testify against himself. 


transferred until Council ratified 
the change. 


The issue is apparently compli- . 


cated by the fact that the Stu- 
dents’ Society has a financial inter- 
est in the Dip.Ed. students re- 
maining in the EdUS. PGSS re- 
ceives half of the $29 fees paid by 
each graduating student, while 
EdUS receives only five dollars per 
student, with the balances going to 
the Students’ Society. The Stu- 
dents’ Society would be losing close 
to $3,500 because of the change. 

Paul Drager, president of the 
Students’ Society said that he had 
delayed his selection of the com- 
mittee chairman because he want- 
ed to ensure that the person 
appointed was unbiased. When 


Drager however, took. the stand 


after the committee decided that. 
‘he be compelled to testify. : 


During questioning, Drager ad- 
mitted that the check-off voting 
booth had been set up on Sept- 
ember 5, one day after registration 
had started. Thus Law, Medicine, 
Dentistry and some - graduating 
students had registered without 
voting on the issue. sete 

When asked if there had been 
enough time to set up the booth, 
Drager said that he had known 
about the vote since August 2. 
“However, students who had not 
voted were given the opportunity 
to do so during the Students’ 
Society by-elections,” Drager 
pointed out. The by-elections were 
held on October 24, but only 8 to 17 
percent of eligible students cast 
their ballots. 

Kandestin also argued that the 
ballot used in the voting was not 
the kind specified in the March 15 
resolution. Furthermore, he claim- 
ed that the check-off vote was not 
well publicized and that the little 
publicity given to it was prejudi- 
cial. 

More witnesses will be called to 
this morning’s meeting and the 
respondents will be called upon to 
answer the petitioner's arguments. 


Ed. Dips shift sticks

Drager claimed that since it is- 


not clear whether Council has the 
authority to change the affiliation 
of Dip. Ed. students, he and the 
committee chairman had decided to 
consult the Judicial Committee on 
the matter. The request had not 
been submitted, according to Dra- 
ger, because the committee had 
been considering other matters. 

Sam Berliner, chief justice of the 
committee said that the committee 
normally begins action on such a 
request at the first meeting after 
receiving it, but that nothing as yet 
had been submitted..

On October 6, Students’ Society 
President Paul Drager presented 
the Board of Regular Committees 
with the execntive's latest cre- 
* ation: a new constitution. The 
signatories were Eric Elvidge, 
- Leonard Schlemm and Earle Tay- 
lor, external vice-president of the 
Students’ Socety. 

Drager claimed in September 
that the document had been in 
preparation since early summer. 
By October 26, Earle Taylor claim- 
ed the document was still far from 
_ finished. A constitutional lawyer 
had not gone over the articles; the 
writing was slack in places. In fact, 
Taylor said, the constitution had 
been hurriedly finished because of 
the Feldman-Johnson constitution 
presented in the Daily on Sept. 26.

Executive unveils new constitution 


The executive-constitution ap- 
parently was completed to counter 
that document. The rush to finish 
the first draft proves the signific- 
ance of its ideas for the executive. 
It apparently did not want the 
Feldman-Johnson draft to be a- 


dopted. ( 


Now that the Feldman-Johnson 
constitution has been laid to rest 
because of a lack of quorum at last 
week's open meeting, the execut- 
ive constitution will also go into a 
period of latency. 

Taylor has said it may be pre- 
sented to students in December or 
January. The changes it proposes 
will then undermine the foundation 
for democratic participation in the 
Students’ Society. 

First, the constitution est- 
ablishes the equivalent of a House 


of Lords. This body, a modified 
form of todays Board of Regular 
Committees, will consist of pres- 
idents of faculty societies. The 
Council of Presidents, as it is to be 
called, will be able to overrule any 
resolution passed by less than a 
two-thirds majority vote at Stu- 
dents’ Council meetings. 

Taylor has said this measure 
prevents the implementation of 
“idiotic” resolutiofis passed by only 
marginal majorities. But most im- 
portant voteson Students’ Council 
are not passed by more than a 
two-thirds majority. 

Thus, Council decisions will come 
under review by a group not 
proportionately representative of 
its constituents. Divinity will equal 
arts and science in voting power. 
The representatives of 6000 stu- 


dents could wield more power than 
the representatives of 9000. 

The Council of Presidents by its 
very existence negates a step 
towards representation by popul- 
ation contained in the new consti- 
tution. Article VII states there will 
be one representative on Council 


for every 1000students or majority 


part thereof. Small faculties are 
guaranteed a representative. 
However, the Post Graduate 


Students Society is allowed a 


maximum of only-two represent- 
atives. This limitation is discrim- 
inatory. First, the PGSS is one of 
the fastest growing societies on 
campus. In future, its population 
could well outflank the allotted 
representation. 

Second, other faculties paying 
the same lower fees to the Stu-

dents’ Society as the PGSS are 
exempt from this limitation. These 
include the traditionally conserva- 
tive faculties of medicine, dentistry 
and law. PGSS, on the other hand, 
has usually been less conservative. 
Through the imposed limitation, 
the potential influence of PGSS on 
Council has been consciously 
curbed, : 

Interestingly enough, the faculty 
of engineering, with its approxi- 
mately 1100 students, stands to 
lose a representative under article 
VII. Two representatives would 
require an enrollment of 1500 
students. _ 

The open meeting, one form of 
direct democracy available to stu- 
dents, has been eroded. Quorum 
has been raised to 500 in the

executive draft. Student execu- 
tives, including Drager, have 
maintained in the past that the 
present quorum of 300 is too low. 
According to them, assembling 300 
students is not difficult, and they 
object to student control over 
financial disbursements at open 
meetings. 

The new constitution makes no 
effort to forbid students from 
voting funds at open meetings. But 
the attendance record of open 
meetings over the last ten years 
has apparently assured the authors 
of the new constitution that 500 is a 
virtually unreachable quorum. 

Holding a referendum, another 
form of direct democracy, also has 
become more difficult. First, open 
meetings in the new constitution 
are no longer a direct channel to a 
referendum as they are now. In- 
stead, the new constitution de- 
mands a petition with 2000 names, 
No more than 500 signatures .can 
come from any one faculty. 

Collecting signatures then be- 
comes a complicated task. Students 
will probably be discouraged from 
initiating referenda. 

If direct democracy is withering, 
indirect “democracy” is flourishing 
in the executive constitution. Be- 
sides the Council of Presidents, 
there is now a Council of Senators 
and Governors, an increased Stu- 
. dents’ Council, and a student om- 
budsman, The ombudsman, a post 
introduced to university campuses 
over six years ago, is an elected 
political position, | 

Although the position is created 
in the constitution, there is no 
definition of powers. Especially 
confusing is the relationship bet- 
ween the ombudsman and the 
present senate grievance. com- 
mittee, set up to hear student 
complaints. With no guidelines 
established for action, the position

is at the moment meaningless, 

In his electoral platform Taylor 
wrote that residences must have a 
voice on council. If the new consti- 
tution ever came into effect, the 
residences would still be waiting 
for a voice. So, also, would the 
International Students’ Associ- 
ation. Neithercampusfaction has 
received recognition in the consti- 
tutional draft. Several features 
common to the Feldman-Johnson 
constitution appear. The positions 
of vice-president (university af- 
fairs), speaker, and deputy speaker 
have been created. 

But a noveltwistintheexecutive 
constitution has given the presi- 
dent rather than the speaker, the 
right to cast a ballot at Council 
meetings to make or break a 
tie-vote. The president therefore, 
has a chance to vote twice. He can 
thus make sure in a close vote that 


‘his side will prevail. 


These are the main changes in 
the executive constitution. There 
are many more. Arts and Science 
are effectively split up into two 
faculties. The Judicial Committee 
is re-organized. Elections for all 
posts take place in February. 
Membership in the Students’ So- 
ciety, unless the paragraph in the 
proposed constitution is changed, 
becomes optional. The Daily loses 
its seat on Council and on the 
executive committee. 

Although the new constitution 
appears to be complex, its spirit is 
quite simple. The students lose 
power, while administrative levels 
in the Students’ Society gain it. 
There is no reason to believe that 
students, already disenchanted 
with the Students’ Society hier- 
archy, will appreciate the new 
improved version. Worst of all, the 
most effective forms of opposition 
in the Students Society will be 
stifled by the executive constitu- 
tion. 
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Why is Drager screwing 
day care?

What was 
passed by last year's council and is 
legally binding this term has in no 
way affected the personal decisions 
of Paul Drager and his cohorts, who

positive response to the day care 
issue as manifested last spring on 
campus. (At the information tables 
during registration approximately 
3% ofthestudentsdid not want their 
dollar to goto day care. That would 
mean over 12,000 dollars should be 
available RIGHT NOW to pay rent, 
salaries, equipment, etc. Day care 
should be available to all who need it 
now), 

The withholding of this money 
fromourday careco-opisillegal, but 
a decision of the judicial committee 
on the issue may take weeks or 
months. Meanwhile, how do we set 
up a day care centre? The issue, 
obviously, isnot simply our day care 
co-op, (althoughthatistheissue that 
hits us), but the power of the 
executive to allocate money to pro- 
jects they want (the pub they are 
pushing for instance) while being 
totally irresponsible and not 
answerable to the constituency 
they are supposed to serve. Most 
students ignore student govern-

peripheral to their lives, Here we 

have evidence of what this 

capitulation means: a student 

government misappropriating 

students’ money and _ prohibiting 
students’ day care.
